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PRESIDENTS'  LETTERS 


The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  will  observe  its  cen- 
tennial in  1994.  This  important  year  will  give  us  the  oppor- 
tunity to  reflect  upon  one  hundred  years  of  history  and 
progress,  for  both  the  College  and  the  profession.  Indeed  the  his- 
tories have  been  intertwined.  The  College  began  as  the  Klein 
School  of  Optics  when  Dr.  August  Klein,  a  Boston  ophthalmolo- 
gist, sought  "to  create  an  institution  which  shall  be  purely  optical 
in  its  achievement.. .to  fill  the  gap  between  physician  and  opti- 
cian...." With  Dr.  Klein's  new  school  of  optics,  together  with  simi- 
lar programs  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  the  stage  was  set 
for  the  evolution  of  a  new  profession:  optometry. 

In  developing  case  materials  for  next  year,  our  Board  of 
Trustees  have  reflected  upon  the  importance  of  our  institution  to 
the  profession  noting  that  (1)  the  College  established  the  nation's 
first  and  largest  clinical  externship  program;  (2)  led  in  the  expan- 
sion of  drug  use  legislation  for  the  profession  and  was  the  first  to 
train  optometrists  in  pharmacology  in  preparation  of  certification; 
(3)  pioneered  innovative  degree  programs  for  Ph.D.s  and  foreign 
optometrists;  and  (4)  created  the  largest  and  most  diverse  interna- 
tional program  of  any  college  of  optometry. 

The  Board  also  recognized  the  College's  strong  tradition  to 
community  service.  More  than  fifty  years  ago,  the  College  had 
already  established  a  small  network  of  community  clinics. 
Students  of  the  then-Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry  partici- 
pated in  the  delivery  of  eye  care  at  the  Boston  Evening  Clinic,  the 
U.S.  Army  Arsenal  in  Watertown,  and  the  Boston  Medical 
Dispensary  among  others.  Fifty  years  later,  our  students  select 
from  more  than  fifty  affiliated  clinics  in  completing  their  clinical 
educational  plan.  The  College  has  excelled  in  reaching  out  to 
underserved  populations,  such  as  homeless  veterans  and  residents 
of  senior  housing  developments  in  Boston,  and  has  responded  to 
needs  abroad. 

Our  alumni  should  be  proud  of  the  part  they  have  played  in 
this  story,  the  prominent  history  of  the  College,  and  the  promise  of 
tomorrow.  Indeed,  next  year  we  should  be  looking  forward  as  well 
as  celebrating  the  past.  Today's  alumni  need  to  assist  the  College 
in  continuing  to  be  an  important  force  within  the  profession  well 
into  the  twenty-first  century.  Our  next  one  hundred  years  can 
only  be  as  successful  as  our  past  if  we  provide  today  the  necessary 
resources,  inspiration,  and  direction  for  tomorrow.  I  look  forward 
to  your  participation  in  the  broader  life  of  the  College  and  always 
welcome  your  advice  and  insight.

As  NEWENCO  plans  to  celebrate  its  centennial  and  we 
look  back  at  the  last  one  hundred  years,  we  are  constantly 
reminded  of  the  College's  role  in  the  development  of  the 
profession  of  optometry.  We  can  trace  the  advances  in  education, 
clinical  care,  and  the  diverse  modes  of  practice  from  the  early  years 
with  the  emphasis  on  the  optical,  refractive,  and  visual  needs  of 
our  patients;  to  the  development  of  functional  and  binocular 
vision  theories  and  practice;  through  the  emergence  of  the  visual 
sciences;  until  finally,  as  we  enter  the  twenty-first  century,  we  are 
fully  immersed  in  the  biomedical  model  of  eye  care  as  the  driving 
force  in  optometry.  At  each  stage,  we  see  progress  in  educational 
approaches,  in  legislative  and  legal  arenas,  and  in  the  emergence 
of  optometry  as  the  primary  eye  care  profession. 

Each  era  has  its  heroes  at  NEWENCO:  the  Kleins,  Ralph 
Green,  Foster  Namias,  and  others  who  have  gone  before  us;  the 
innumerable  faculty  and  administration  members,  constantly 
upgrading  the  curriculum  and  improving  the  facilities  accordingly. 
But  through  it  all,  the  alumni  have  been  the  single  strongest  group 
to  take  the  word  to  the  world,  each  doing  what  we  do  best,  day  in 
and  day  out:  providing  the  best  possible  eye  care  for  our  patients; 
endorsing  organized  legal  efforts  as  we  chip  away  at  ophthalmolo- 
gy's therapeutic  monopoly;  and  reinforcing  the  educational  efforts 
at  NEWENCO.

Historically,  similar  challenges  have  been  met  and  defeated  by  a 
strong  profession,  led  by  a  unified  alumni  body,  supporting  the 
educational  institutions.  More  than  ever,  NEWENCO  needs  you 
to  continue  this  effort.  What  is  most  exciting  is  NEWENCO's 
commitment  to  you,  the  alumni,  in  your  daily  activities:  from 
expanded  library  services,  ever-growing  continuing  education  pro- 
grams, and  the  well-stocked  and  well-equipped  bookstore;  to  the 
newly-established  office  of  Alumni  Affairs  to  maintain  contact 
with  old  friends  and  classmates. 

NEWENCO's  relationship  with  its  alumni  is  a  two-way  street. 
There  has  never  been  a  more  open  means  of  communication 
between  NEWENCO  and  its  alumni  than  exists  right  now.  Let's 
hear  from  you.

Dr.  Larry  Clausen,  President,  Dr.  Morris  Applebaum, 

Vice  President  tor  Academic  Affairs,  and  Dr.  Douglas 
Hoffman,  Director  of  Residencies  and  Fellowships, 
attended  the  Summit  on  Optometric  Education- 
Graduate  Education,  Residencies  and  Fellowships  in 
Boston,  August  25-27,  1993.  This  was  the  sixth  of 
seven  conferences  on  optometric  education  sponsored 
by  the  AOA  and  the  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  Optometry  (ASCO).  The  final  Summit 
conference,  held  at  Georgetown  University  in 
November  1993,  focused  on  financing  optometric 
education.  Drs.  Clausen  and  Applebaum  and  Dr. 
David  Heath,  Associate  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs, 
attended. 

Dr.  Clausen  is  a  member  of  the  committee  that 
planned  the  Summit.  Dr.  Heath  was  recently  reap- 
pointed as  a  member  of  ASCO's  Academic  Affairs 
Committee,  which  is  charged  with  coordinating  the 
design  of  an  optometry  curriculum  model. 


Dr.  Stanley  Klein,  Professor  of  Psychology,  received  the 
College's  Research  Committee's  award  for  best  review 
paper.  His  entry,  entitled  "The  Challenge  of 
Communicating  with  Parents,"  was  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Developmental  and  Behavioral  Pediatrics, 
June  1993. 


Dr.  Thomas  Freddo,  Professor  of  Anatomy,  was  recent- 
ly appointed  to  the  Visual  Sciences  A  Study  Section  of 
the  National  Eye  Institute  of  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  to  evaluate  eye  research  grants  relating  to  dis- 
eases of  the  anterior  segment  of  the  eye.  This  is  a  pres- 
tigious appointment  and  recognizes  Dr.  Freddo's  out- 
standing research  reputation  and  contributions. 


Dr.  Anthony  Cavallerano 
Named  Director  of  the  New 
England  Eye  Institute 


Anthony  Cavallerano,  O.D.,  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Dean  of  Clinical  Education  and  Director  of 
the  New  England  Eye  Institute  (NEEI),  effective  July 
1,  1993.  Dr.  Cavallerano  is  a  widely-recognized  author, 
lecturer,  and  expert  in  ocular  disease  treatment  and 
management.  Dr.  Cavallerano  is  a  1972  graduate  of  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry,  and  has  extensive 
clinical  experience  in  the  delivery  of  primary  eye  care. 
In  recent  years,  he  has  been  associated  with  the  College 
as  a  lecturer  in  the  third  year  elective  course 
"Differential  Diagnosis  and  Decision  Making,"  and 
sponsored  the  Distinguished  Lecturer  Series  at  the 
College.  Dr.  Cavallerano  is  a  member  of  the  AOA,  the 
MSO,  the  Prentiss  Society,  and  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Optometry.  He  currently  serves 
as  editor-in-chief  of  Clinical  Eye  and  Vision  Care,  pub- 
lished by  Butterworth-Heinemann,  and  is  a  member  of 
the  Education  Committee,  New  England  Council  of 
Optometrists.

Dr.  Cavallerano  has  already  begun  to  bring  improvements  in  organizational  structure,  patient  care, 
education,  and  internal  procedures  at  NEEI.  He  is  chairing  the  faculty  search  committee  for  a  new 
Chief  of  Primary  Care,  is  recruiting  outside  assistance  for  clinical  patient  care  programs  to  the  College, 
and  is  working  with  industry  to  secure  financial  and  equipment  support. 


Dr.  Stanley  Hatch 
Receives  Dupuis- 
Pellerin  Award 


Dr.  Stanley  Hatch,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Optometry,  was  hon- 
ored by  the  faculty  with  the 
Dupuis-Pellerin  Award  at  the 
1993  Faculty  Retreat  in  August. 
This  award  is  presented  annually 
to  a  faculty  member  who  has 
given  exceptional  service  to  the 
College.  He  was  also  the  recipi- 
ent of  the  Research  Committee's  Award  for  Best 
Research  Paper  for  "Computerized  Vision  Screening: 
Validity  and  Reliability  of  the  VTA/VERA  Vision 
Screener." 

Instructor  of  the  Pediatrics  and  Public  Health  courses, 
Dr.  Hatch  also  participates  in  the  binocular  vision  lec- 
ture, laboratory,  and  clinics.  During  his  two  years  on 
the  faculty,  Dr.  Hatch  has  developed  several  new  for- 
mats for  teaching  pediatric  optometry,  including  case 
study  work  and  analytical  work  with  students.  His 
teaching  methods  have  stimulated  student  progress  in 
the  study  of  ethics. 


Dr.  Hatch  participated  in  a  major 
study  on  colored  filters  and  read- 
ing disabilities,  which  was  pre- 
sented in  a  symposium  at  the 
American  Academy  of  Optometry 
meeting  in  1991,  and  has  partici- 
pated in  several  research  projects 
at  the  College.  His  work  with 
migrant  children  and  Head  Start 
in  Massachusetts  has  led  to 
improved  eye  care  for  the  public. 
He  made  a  presentation  on  his 
work  with  migrant  children  at  the 
American  Public  Health 
Association  meeting  in  1993.  Dr. 
Hatch  continues  research  in  pediatric  optometry  and 
has  just  begun  to  study  for  the  Master  in  Public  Health 
degree  at  Harvard.  He  is  a  candidate  for  fellowship  in 
the  Academy,  and  will  be  interviewed  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  Boston  in  1993. 

Dr.  Hatch,  who  joined  the  faculty  in  1991  as  an 
Instructor,  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University  in 
Canton,  New  York,  and  received  his  Doctor  of 
Optometry  degree  from  Ferris  State  University  in  Big 
Rapids,  Michigan,  in  1990.  He  then  studied  in  the 
Pediatric  and  Binocular  Vision  Residency  Program  at 
the  Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry  before  coming 
to  the  College. 
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Massachusetts  Lions  Eye 
Research  Fund  Grant 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  was  recently 
awarded  a  $33,000  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Lions  Eye  Research  Fund.  The  grant  will  support  the 
research  of  Drs.  James  Comerford,  Steven  Koevary,  and 
Mark  Zorn  on  blindness  prevention. 

Dr.  Comerford  has  been  actively  investigating  visual  test- 
ing methodology  for  the  early  detection  of  Parkinson's  dis- 
ease, and  has  received  support  from  the  Lions  for  the  past 
three  years.  In  collaboration  with  colleagues  at  the  Eye 
Research  Institute,  Dr.  Zorn  has  been  studying  the  develop- 
ment of  myopia  in  the  tree  shrew.  The  research  explores  the 
abnormal  development  of  various  types  of  collagen  fibers  in 
the  sclera,  and  the  genes  that  control  the  collagen  develop- 
ment, to  determine  whether  myopia  is  associated  with  gene 
expression  other  than  the  emmetrope.  This  research  could 
result  in  pharmaceutical  agents  to  control  the  development 
of  myopia. 

Dr.  Koevary  is  researching  the  immunological  basis  of 
uveitis.  He  will  use  the  rat  model  to  determine  if  suspected 
antigens  in  uvea  produce  inflammation,  and  will  use  a  sec- 
ond technique  to  investigate  a  possible  mechanism  for 
reducing  the  inflammatory  response. 

The  research  of  Drs.  Zorn  and  Koevary  are  the  first  two 
projects  to  be  conducted  in  the  College's  newly-completed 
Ocular  Research  and  Biotechnology  Center.

Attendees  included  members  of  the  faculty  and  administra- 
tion, as  well  as  Corporators  representing  each  New  England 
state.  This  important  conference  provided  the  opportunity 
to  discuss  the  goals  and  objectives  of  events  during  the 
upcoming  centennial  year  of  the  College. 

Robert  McGowan,  principal  with  the  firm  Costello, 
Phalen,  McGowan,  facilitated  the  two-day  conference.  Bob 
has  extensive  experience  as  a  consultant  in  institutional 
long-range  planning,  and  has  facilitated  several  College 
retreats  in  the  past. 

The  major  subject  of  discussion  was  the  proposed  1994

International  Summer  Institute 

This  past  summer,  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  began  its  first  program  to  provide  foreign 
optometrists  with  the  opportunity  for  short-term,  con- 
centrated study.  On  July  30th,  12  optometrists  from  Spain 
arrived  in  Boston  for  a  Summer  Institute  in  Strabismus, 
Amblyopia,  and  Pediatric  Care.  Over  a  three-week  period, 
these  optometrists  received  approximately  80  hours  of  focused 
classroom  and  clinical  education. 

Participants  in  the  Summer  Institute  received  advanced 
instruction  in  topics  that  would  enhance  their  ability  to 
manage  pediatric  patients  with  complex  presentations.  The 
program  was  designed  specifically  to  complement  their  edu- 
cation in  Spain. 

Dr.  Jack  Richman,  Professor  of  Optometry,  and  Dr.  Stanley 
Hatch,  Assistant  Professor  of  Optometry,  each  provided 
approximately  30  hours  of  classroom,  laboratory,  and  clinical 
grand  rounds  in  the  area  of  strabismus  and  pediatrics,  respec- 
tively. Other  program  activities  included  guest  lectures  by  Dr. 
Frank  Thorn,  Professor  of  Vision  Science,  and  Dr.  Bruce 
Moore  of  Children's  Hospital,  and  visits  to  external  clinics  and 
a  private  practice. 

The  success  of  the  program  was  due  largely  to  close  coor- 
dination between  the  College  and  Dr.  Maria  Jesus  Izquierdo 
of  Spain.  Dr.  Izquierdo,  a  1989  graduate  of  NEWENCO, 
approached  the  College  two  years  ago  seeking  postgraduate 
opportunities  for  her  students.  With  the  rapidly  expanding 
scope  of  practice  and  increasing  level  of  education  in  Spain, 
there  is  a  high  demand  for  educational  programs  in  areas 
such  as  binocular  vision,  strabismus  and  amblyopia,  sports 
vision,  low  vision,  and  contact  lenses. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  this  is  not  the  first  program 
the  College  has  provided  to  optometrists  from  Spain.  Dr. 


Fernando  Hidalgo,  another  graduate  of  NEWENCO,  has 
worked  with  the  College  lor  the  past  two  years  to  present 
one-week,  high-quality  continuing  education  opportunities 
to  Spanish  optometrists  and  ophthalmologists  each  June. 
This  program  offers  didactic  and  clinical  programs  in  a 
variety  of  topical  areas  and  has  also  been  highly  successful. 

This  new  opportunity  for  foreign  optometrists  to  partici- 
pate in  a  focused  program  of  moderate  length  is  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  the  United  States  and  represents  yet  another 
example  of  the  College's  leadership  in  international  opto- 
metric  education.  The  program  was  developed  under  the 
auspices  ol  the  College's  Center  for  the  International 
Advancement  of  Optometry  (C.I.A.O). 

The  Center  for  the  International  Advancement  of 
Optometry  was  created  over  the  past  couple  of  years  to 
coordinate  all  of  the  College's  international  activities  and 
to  advance  them  in  a  strategic  and  sound  manner.  The 
mission  of  the  C.I.A.O.  is  "to  promote  access  to  high-quali- 
ty vision  care  to  underserved  populations  around  the 
world,  help  other  nations  develop  models  of  eye  care  deliv- 
ery appropriate  to  the  country's  local  conditions,  promote 
concern  for  ethical  training  and  care,  enhance  the  skills 
and  knowledge  of  optometrists  currently  working  in  other 
countries  and  enhance  the  skills  and  knowledge  of  opto- 
metric  educators  teaching  in  other  countries."  The  Center 
for  the  International  Advancement  of  Optometry  is  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  David  Heath,  Associate  Dean  for 
Academic  Affairs  and  Director  of  International  Programs. 

In  addition  to  the  Center's  international  programs  in 
Boston,  programs  are  being  delivered  in  Italy,  the  People's 
Republic  of  China,  and  most  recently  South  Africa. 
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China  Visitor: 
Dr.  Bilu  Ye 

During  the  month  of  September, 
Dr.  Bilu  Ye,  of  the  Wenzhou 
Medical  College  (WMC)  in 
the  People's  Republic  of  China,  visited 
Boston  and  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  Dr.  Ye  is  vice 
president  of  WMC  and  a  professor  of 
obstetrics  and  gynecology.  The 
College  has  a  cooperative  program 
agreement  with  the  Wenzhou  Medical 
College. 

During  her  visit  to  Boston,  Dr.  Ye 
met  on  several  occasions  with 
President  Larry  Clausen,  Dr.  David 
Heath  and  Dr.  Guang-Ji  Wang  to  plan 
for  the  implementation  of  the 
College's  China  programs  and  to 
develop  funding  strategies.  Indeed, 
just  prior  to  her  departure,  Dr.  Ye  met 
with  the  President  of  the  China 
Medical  Board,  a  New  York-based 
foundation,  in  an  effort  to  identify 
potential  sources  of  support. 

While  in  Boston,  Dr.  Ye's  itinerary 
included  visits  to  the  New  England 
Eye  Institute,  the  North  End  Health 
Center,  and  the  Veterans  Affairs 
Outpatient  Clinic,  Boston.  Dr.  Ye  also 
visited  with  Dr.  Frank  Thorn  in  the 
Infant  Research  Laboratory  at  M.I.T. 
and  toured  Polymer  Technology 
Corporation  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts. 

During  her  three-month  visit  to  the 
United  States,  Dr.  Ye  lectured  to  med- 
ical students  at  the  Wayne  State 
Medical  College  and  spent  several 
weeks  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  she 
met  with  officials  at  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Beyond  her  official  responsibili- 
ties, Dr.  Ye  also  had  the  opportunity 
to  visit  with  her  sister,  Dr.  Biqing  Ye, 
who  lives  in  Cambridge.  Dr.  Ye's  sis- 
ter is  a  laser  physicist  at  the 
Deaconess  Hospital,  where  her  spe- 
cialty is  the  medical  applications  of 
laser  technology.

Celebrating  100  Years 


The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  celebrating  its  100th 
anniversary  in  1994.  The  school's  beginning  can  be  traced  directly  back 
to  the  early  venture  of  August  Klein  in  1894.  The  Klein  School  of 
Optics  grew,  transformed,  and  eventually  emerged  as  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  In  many  ways  the  history  of  our  College  parallels  that 
of  the  profession  of  optometry  itself  Throughout  our  early  history  the  College 
struggled  to  find  its  identity,  and  optometry  was  struggling  to  be  recognized  as 
a  profession.  Fifty  years  ago  the  College  began  its  pioneering  effort  in  what 
would  become  the  hallmark  of  the  College,  the  fusion  between  optometry  and 
community-based  primary  care  programs.  Optometry  evolved  in  parallel  ways 
and  is  now  positioned  in  our  nation's  health  system  as  primary  eye  care 

provider.  The  themes  will  continue,  and  we  must  meet  the  challenges 
that  lie  ahead.  But  it  is  appropriate  that  we  pause  to 

celebrate  the  past  and  recognize  those  who  set 
the  foundation  for  our  future. 


A  number  of  special 

events  are  being  scheduled  in 

tribute  to  the  College's  century  of  leadership. 

These  occasions  are  not  limited  to  the  celebratory:  we  will 

seize  the  opportunity  to  advance  the  College's  mission  of  responding  to  the 

optometric  needs  of  the  community  through  education.  It  will  be  a  year  of 

planning  for  the  future  as  well  as  reflecting  on  the  past. 

A  major  symposium  on  primary  health  care  will  be  presented,  illustrating 
the  role  of  the  optometrist  and  other  professions  in  the  delivery  of  primary 
care.  The  symposium  will  provide  a  broader  understanding  of  the  benefits  of 
interdisciplinary  programs  in  the  health  care  sector  and  valuable  direction  to 
health  reform  strategies. 

We  hope  to  have  a  year  that  will  result  in  more  public  exposure  for  the 
College.  The  commencement  activities  will  be  marked  by  prominent  speakers 
and  a  rededication  of  our  College's  buildings.  The  December  1994  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Optometric  Association  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  The 
New  England  College  of  Optometry.  This  issue  will  contain  articles  by  our 
faculty  as  well  as  a  feature  story  on  the  history  and  notable  contributions  of  the 
College.  We  plan  to  publish  an  anecdotal  narrative  on  the  history  of  the 
College.  While  primarily  intended  for  our  alumni  family,  this  volume  will 
capture  the  spirit  of  our  institution  and  its  people.  It  will  be  worthwhile 
reading  for  all.

A  black-tie  gala  will  be  held  in  November  culminating  an  exciting  year  of 
tribute  to  our  first  100  years.  Other  events  planned  include  an  open  house  and 
reception  in  December  during  this  year's  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Optometry,  and  special  receptions  during  the  NECO  Congress  in 
March  and  the  AOA  Congress  in  June. 

Finally,  the  College  will  formally  announce  the  undertaking  of  a  major  cen- 
tennial campaign.  This  campaign  builds  upon  more  than  three  years  of  plan- 
ning by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  broader  College  community.  The  suc- 
cess of  the  campaign  will  assure  that  we  achieve  our  goals,  and  will  position 
the  College  to  continue  its  positive  influence  on  the  profession  well  into  the 
next  century.

But  I  was  there,  so  I  went  in  any- 
way. The  people  were  so  cordial  and  so  animated  and  understood  the  field  so 
well  that  I  began  to  get  interested." 

...Then  there  are  the  stories  of  the  initiation  rites  of  Pi  Omicron  Sigma, 
mainly  of  being  coated  with  red  dye  one  night  and  left  in  a  country  cemetery. 
While  others  ended  up  walking  or  hitching  rides  back  to  Boston,  Joe 
Montminy  simply  pulled  the  $20  bills  he  had  nailed  under  the  sole  of  each 
shoe  and  hailed  a  cab. 

...John  Asarkof  remembers  "the  time  the  College  couldn't  meet  its  financial 
obligations  and  Otto  Hochstadt  stepped  forward  to  write  a  personal  check  to 
cover  payroll."  And  all  remember  the  intellect  and  wit  of  Foster  Namias,  "The 
Bear."  "Let  me  have  your  wrong  answers  now,"  he'd  demand  of  his  students.

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Alumni  Association  Merger  Update 

In  September,  the  legal  details  of  the  Alumni 
Association/NEWENCO  merger  were  completed. 
This  action  will  consolidate  the  operations  of  the 
Alumni  Association  under  the  responsibility  of  a  full- 
time  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs.  After  an  extensive 
search,  Kerry  Sullivan  was  named  to  the  position, 
beginning  October  18.  The  details  of  this  merger  are 
very  exciting  and  will  allow  the  Alumni  Association  to 
grow  and  enhance  its  activities  and  communication 
with  practicing  alumni. 

The  Alumni  Association  and  its  Executive  Board  will 
become  an  advisory  board  to  the  College  and  will 
maintain  its  responsibilities  and  activities  relative  to 
student  scholarships,  career  seminars,  alumni  advoca- 
cy, and  events.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  NEWENCO 
has  approved  an  Alumni  Scholarship  Endowment 
Fund  designed  to  guarantee,  at  a  minimum,  the  pre- 
sent alumni  scholarship  level  of  $9,000  per  year.  The 
Alumni  Emergency  Loan  Fund,  now  at  $15,000,  will 
continue  to  operate,  as  it  has  for  over  15  years,  pro- 
viding immediate,  short-term,  interest-free  loans  to 
our  students.   Dues-paying  members  of  the  Alumni 
Association  will  be  able  to  reap  tangible  benefits  from 
their  support  of  NEWENCO.  There  are  ongoing  dis- 
cussions relative  to  discounted  rates  for  continuing 
education,  library  services,  and  bookstore  and  mail 
order  purchases.  The  details  of  these  new  benefits 
will  be  announced  in  upcoming  mailings  and  in  future 
issues  of  Perspective. 

A  progressive  budget  is  being  established  to  help  the 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  establish  an  important  role 
in  the  activities  of  students  and  alumni  alike.   One  of 
the  many  responsibilities  of  the  Director  will  be  to 
research  and  develop  other  tangible  benefits  for  regu- 
lar and  life  members  of  NEWENCO's  Alumni 
Association.  The  goal  is  to  develop  the  closest  possi- 
ble relationship  between  the  College  and  its  Alumni. 
A  formal  agreement  finalizing  this  merger  will  be 
signed  in  December  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
NEWENCO's  Board  of  Trustees.
